I'erhaps notbirg in mining as- 
sists so much toward the making 
of and increase of profits as oare- 
ful and economical ore dressing. 
It is this that permits the low val 
ue copper ores of the Lake Supe- 
rior region, some of which oontain 
less than 1 12 pr ot of ooppar, to 
pa> the oompany engaged in its 
mining millions of dollars in divi- 
dends ( Ires running two dollars 
gold psr ton in distant Alaska, lie- 
cause of this prove handsome pro- 
tit makers; ao it is but logical that 
the capitalist that would inveet in 
our distriot should aek "What is 
your ore dressing problem, and 
what advancement has been made 
toward ita solution?" 

Kspecially is it probable that 
such a question would 0* ask ed. 
when it is considered that now here 
in America have ores similar to 
these been previo u sly exploited 
This difference lays principally in 
the association of Huorepar as 
gangue of the lead and aino 
Calcite, and to a lesser <xtent bar- 
ite are also associated with tha 
I ores, but as such associations are 
I elsewhere common, they would oo- 
! casion little or no oomraant. 

Another difference and a vary 
{ favorable one it is, lays in tba faot 
that 76 per ct. of the prodaot put 
thr ugh the mill is a salable pro- 
duct, while in most other distrloU 
s per cent would be regarded very 
good. And it is for this reason 
tha) the tailings elevator of t b a 
ordinary mill would be as useless 
to mills of this distriot as an astro- 
phied limb to man. 

It has been argued that tba 
small difference in spscifio gravity 
between ziuu sulphide and Huor 
spar about ,91 is an almost insur- 
mountable difficulty. Yet but a 
few years sinoe it was similarly 
argured that barite, whioh differs 
bat ID from zino snip' ide, was 
inseparable from it. Now it is 
separated by at least two different 
methods, that of deorepitatio and 
by the electrostatic seperator. 

We will now consider as' briefly 
as possible the various methods 
I . far pursued in the distriot. The 
problem divides itself readily into 
two parts. In the tirst fluorspar is 
associated with zinc ores, together 
wit li some galena, and is to besep 
erated from them to make a mar- 
ketable zinc, a lead, Mid iu some 
cases, also a fluorspar product.

F. W. Kntterjohn, a Paducah con 
tractor, will leave tonight for Chicago 
111 , Cleveland, <>., and New York 04 
business. From New York Mr. Katter- 
johu will sail for Panama, for the t.ur 
pose or securing coutracts for work on 
the big canal. It is also said that the 
Paducah contractor will go in business 
in Panama, either iu the brick making 
or lime kiln business. I'oshI prices art 
secured for both articles in the canal 
district. 

F. W, Katterjohn it one or Paducah 's 
most .-.ucceaaful contractors. He i- at 
the head of the Katterjohn Construe 
tion company, which is now tilling hun 
dreds of thousands worth of cootraet* 
with the Illinois ( Vntral railroad.

The Phillippinee: Land of sun- 
ahine and Mowers, waviog ualms 
and beautiful ferns, majestic inoun 
tains and roaring torrents, luscious 
fruits and piotures<_ue _>eople 

Now front the business man's 
standpoint or that of the traveler 
with leisure in search of the* pic- 
tnrosque this description tits all 
right. The mercantile opportuni 
ties are here and so are the scenic 
novelties. But the regular soldier 
pays no heed to those things and 
although the oonntry may be a 
veritable (iarden of Kden he will 
!ind something to grumble about. 
It is this standpoint I am taking 
in writing to the good people of 
old Crittenden.

B soldier never goes into a hos- 
pital over here until it is the last 
resort. You may think I am eng. 
gesting incompetency of the med- 
ical department; but no. Sick 
soldiers are given the best of care 
obtainable. They are dieted snd 
waited upon and convalescents are 
fed like kings. But no patient is 
ever turned out of hospital until 
be is ptonounced absolutely well, 
Hikes are always hailed with de- 
light by the soldiers, for they mean 
plenty of chickens 

By the way, chickens and hogs 
are the only connecting link be- 
tween this God forsaken home of 
malaria and monkeys and the 
States. 

The very eight of a barrio seems 
to suggest chicken to the arerage 
soldier's mind, and I don't belong 
to a colored regiment either. But 
it is well known that the Filipino 
don't recognize any breed of chic 
ken exoept game chicken, and they 
are game, too, and tough. Hating 
one of these was looked on like 
chewing a brand new Goodyear 
boot; but at that it is a change 
and a relief 

The chickens have one redeem- 
ing feature, they are handsome, 
along athletic lines; but the hogs 
are a disgrace, even to the half- 
caste natives that own them; they 
are two thirds nose and their eyes 
resemble beads stuck in a cucum- 
ber. But their intelligence is 
wonderful, so much so that I will 
never order pork chops in a Fili- 
pino restaurant. 

But I arn getting too serious, 
and this little affair of ours we 
are having over here should not

MINING MATTERS. 

Continued from Firwt Page. 



we may consider the chance of 
success of this raethod sufficiently 
good were other methods unob- 
tainable, 

As regards the second part of the 
problem: Some of the veins of the 
district, such as the Klondyke aud 
Memphis, produce a lump product 
which requires only a small 
amount of hand picking to make 
it a No. 1 tiuorspar. Other ores 
are gravel in form and as well as 
the finest produoed in mining the 
lump are readily cleaned for mar- 
ket, either by the crude gravity 
washer or log washers. Then 
come those which has tiuorspar 
associated with oaloite, and some 
galena, and sometimes alro minor 
products. For such oros the Ken 
tncky Fluorspar Co's Kentucky 
Mill end tlie Marion Zinc Co s Ri- 
ley Mill have been ereoted. As 
regards the concentration of the 
galena or lead sulphide, this is as 
readily effected in these mills as 
the Columbia and Evening Star 
mills. When Prof H. A. Wheeler 
whs asked what he thought of the 
galena concentrates of the Ken- 
tucky Mill on exhibition at the 
Fair he aptly remarked, "They 
are too good.'' 

The difference in the specifio 
gravities between calcite and 
fluorspar is still less than between 
the latter aud zinc, it being only 
II Vet in the Kentuoky Mill,' 
after a little hand picking the ore 
b?ing orushed and screened, is 
sent over two seven compartment 
cleaner jigs and a fair product re- 
sults. 

The Kiley Mill, the largest and 
most improved of the wet mills 
of the district, gives hope of pro- 
ducing with some slight modifica- 
tions a good separation of the two 
minerals. 

In summing up it may be aaid 
that both parts of the problem can 
be similarly treated, and for wet 
mills for the ores of this district, 
experience shows. I consider, the 
fallowing points, as being essen- 
titl to their construction: 

That preparation be made for a 
Binall amount of hand picking pre 
vious to the crushing of the urea. 

That the head end of the mills 
will require a decrease at least by 
t lie exclusion of the rougher jig, 
and the tail end an increase by in- 
crease in number of cleaner, and 
sand jigs and concentrating tables 
That no gain is made by a greater 
number of cells than four for the 

That toe ore will require tiner 
crusher, crushing and close sizing 
by means of trommels and hydrau 
lie classifiers. 

The grindinz of the fluorspar, 
notably at the Kentuoky Mill, re- 
presents the final stage of the pro- 
cess of raising the market value 
of the fluorspar. Thie portion of 
the plant may be installed at a 
comparatively small extra cost and 
oonsists principally of a drier for 
drying the usual mill product, 
thsn either buhr, ball or Griffin 
mills for pulverizing it and a bolt- 
ing machine for sizing, The cost 
of grinding per ton is very small, 
but the grinding adds rather large- 
ly to the profits. 

A new kind of seperating pro- 
cess has been invented in A ustra- 
lis, and put in practioal applica- 
tiuu with successful results on the 
hroken Hill ores. This is known 
hs a "flotation" prooess in as mucb 
hs the seperation is effected by 
ll mating certain mineral particles 
to the surface of a bath, whence 
they may be skimmed oft'. It ap- 
pears there are three methods so 
far applied in connection with this 
process. One of these makes use 
of dilute sulphurio acid, while the 
other two use nitric aoid and ohlo- 
rine water, respectively. While 
the li rat of these methods would 
be inapplicable to the ores of this 
district, owing to the effect of sul- 
phuric acid upon fluorspar, it is 
probable that either of the other 
nut hods could be made commer- 
cially applicable to the ores of this 
district. 

But there is still another rem- 
dy thai might be applied and ono ii, a bluff on the Thoe Spees farm, 



whioh I consider n molt practica- 
ble one. Fluorspar, as is well 
known, is used as one of the best 
fluxes used in metallurgical prac- 
tice. It has been euooessfully 
used in the metallurgy of almost 
all the commercial metals, with 
the result of producing higher 
grade products, The presence of 
tluor spar in zino ores has been 
objeoted to by zino smeliers. not 
because of any ill effect produced 
on the quality, for the quality of 
the spelter is actually heigntened 
thereby, but is due entirely to the 
faot that the mutlles and retorts in 
whioh the zino is ordinarily smel- 
ted have not been made fluorspar 
proof. There is a method by 
which the mufflers aud retorts can 
be made proof to the attaoks of 
ths tiuorspar aud the logical thing 
would be to erect such a smelter 
here to smelt the zinc ores of the 
district which, after milling might 
still contain a small per cent age 
of fluorspar. It is probable that 
fluorspar would materially assist 
in the desulphurization of roasted 
zinc and sulphides, it being used 
as a desulphurizer in iron aud 
steel metallurgy. 

In canclusicn it may be said 
that we need have no concern but 
what the advancement towards 
the solution of the ore dressing 
problsm of the ores here will keep 
step with the rapid strides wh>ch 
bid fair to be mide in the mining 
industry here in the necr future. 

Dr. Norwood telegraphed me 
this morning to say to you that he 
regrets very much that unfore- 
seen circumstances had prevented

Considerable excitement pre- 
vails in the New Salem valley 
over the rich strike of oobalt, nic- 
kel and manganese made last week 
in the Watson mine, owned by Dr 
Curran Pope, of Lo. iville. The 
ore discove.ed will run about |B0O 
to the ton; the vein is 15 inches 
in width and was struck at t he 10 
foot level and runs alongside the 
tluor spar vein the company is op- 
erating. There is no way of tel- 
ling of the extent of the discovery 
but so far it has been found of 
□ niform width. The vein of spar 
being worked by the company av- 
erages 5 to H feet in width, and is 
near the famous Cullen mine. The 
disoovery wa* entirsly unexpect- 
ed. 

The Sohoolfield<Spees mine is 
located about three miles east of 
Csrrsville, Livingston oauuty and 
about one mile west of the Crit- 
tenden county line. The present 
shaft is being sunk between lime- 
stone walls that are nine ft. apart 
On the west wall a vein of spar 
and carbonate eighteen inches 
thiok oleve to the rook. On the 
east wall, which began some forty 
feet l>elow the surface, a vein of 
the same mineral twelve inches 
thick follows the wall rock. 

The shaft is now moretlmn 
100 feet deep, and it u the 
opiniou that when another hund- 
red feet in depth is made mineral 
in good paying quantities will be 
found. No doubt but that the pre 
sent shaft is on a true tissue vein, 
aud when the company think they 
have reached "water level" drift- 
ing along the wall will be com- 
menced, This wall rook crosses 



almost due north, the course lead, 
ing dlrsctly to the Kosi Clair and 
Fairview mines, just across the | 
Ohio in Illinois, a distance of two 
miles. Indications of the vein can 
also be traced some distance south 
of the Schooltield-Spees shaft. 

The company baring charge of 
this mine seem to have the stay 
ing qualities and the capital too, 
as they will continue work during 
the winter. A find would not only 
lieuetit the company, but our oom 
munity as well.
